Response to Arguments 

1 . The amended claims submitted on 06/04/2010 have been entered. 

2. Applicant's arguments, see pages 6-14, filed 06/04/2010, with respect to claims 
1-17 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The 35 USC 103(a) rejections of 
claims 1-17 have been withdrawn. 

Allowed Claims 

3. Claims 1 -1 7 are allowed over the prior art of record. 

Reasons for Allowance 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
fails to teach or suggest a towel apparatus that allows for the cleaning and drying 
operations as claimed, in regards to the bath and movement of the rollers. More 
specifically, the movements of the rollers to allow for the washing and drying stages to 
be carried out at times that are independent of each other. The invention also allows for 
the same bath for separate cleaning and rinsing stages. The apparatus as claimed 
allows the rollers to have different rotational speeds. 

4. The closest prior art of record are La Page and Kennedy. 

5. LA PAGE teaches a towel presenting machine but fails to teach the roller 
movement that would allow the rinsing and drying stages to be carried out at times that 
are independent from the soaking and washing stages. KENNEDY teaches the cleaning 
and continuous towel movement but the teachings of KENNEDY would not allow for

different rotational speed of the rollers. Neither LA PAGE nor KENNEDY, taken alone or 
in combination anticipate or suggest the invention as claimed.
